State, and military medical pupils, niU be clothed under these regnlations. 

2. The Clothing llept. is oharued with the supply to the army of all Or^«to«tion 
clothiog and necessaries, except such as are permitted to be purchased DeptL 
regimentally. !1 he Dept, is administered by the A. G.-in-l. 

3. Clothing and necessariea are supplied from two factories ; one at scarce, ol 
Alipore, Calcutta, and tbe other at Madras JSaoh factory is in the ®«ppiy- 
executive charge of a Snpdt , the senior of whom is also the D, A. 0. 

All questions regarding prices will be referred to the Controller, 

Military Supply Acoonnls. » 

4. Boots and all other articles of foot gear are supplied from thegnppijof 
Army Boot Factory, Cawnpoi’e, and the G. I., A. B. F. performs his 
duties as such under the orders of the A. G.-in-I. In addition to his other 
duties in the Ordnance Dept., the G. I., A. B, F., is charged with the 
inspection of the process of manufacture of boots, and is responsible that 
supplies are in all I’espects equal to the sealed patterns. The stock of 

boots ordinarily maintained is detailed in Appx. XII.

9. British, troops moving in relief -vnll ordinarily leave behind, on 
transfer, all surplus public clothing sach as are of a pattern used by the 
relieving unit. Such transfers uill be subject to the acceptance of the 
relieving officer as regards condition and suitability of sizes. Part' 
worn public clothing which is transferred must be in good repair and ‘ 
serviceable condition. 


Liability of the soldier. 

10. The soldier has no prescriptive right to the description or scale of 
clothing and necessaries allowed him, nor to the money spent thereon, or 
allowed for their provision. 

Upkeep 11» soldier is responsible for the safe custody of all articles of 

and rapiaee- clothing and necessaries in his charge. He is also responsible for the 
execution of any repairs which may be required thereto, including petty 
repairs to public clothing, and for replacing any article of pnbUc ciothiug 
wUch is badly damaged through neglect while in his charge. 

12. A soldier will not be required or permitted to wear or pay for 
clothing or necessaries of a description different from those authorized 
for him. This does not apply to articles purchased voluntarily for wear 
at recreation, which may be worn under conditions approved by the 0. C. 
the station. 

, Patterns. 

13. Standard patterns of all articles supplied by the A. 0. Dept., 
approved and. sealed, by the G. of I . are, wi& the exception of badges 
obtained through the W. O., lodged in the A 0. P., Alipore. Duplicates 
of these patterns sealed by the A. G.«in-I. are deposited in supplying fac- 
tories. Duplicate patterns, sealed by the supplying officer, will also be 
maintained in each unit and used when examining supplies. 

14. The 0. G. is responsible that sealed patteinb are complete and in 
serviceable condition. To ensure this, requisitions should indicate the 
articles of which new piittems. are required. When new patterns are 
received, the old ones may be used for ordinary issues. 

15. Seales and patterns of necessaries of native troops are left to the 
discretion of the 0. C., but all changes must be sanctioned by the Divi- 
sional or Independent Brigade Commander. 

Receipt and condemnation of clotblng. 

16. In continuation of the instrnctions contained in A. B. I,, Tol. II, 
the officer who inspects snppli^ on receipt will compare them with the 
scaled patterns as regards make, quality, and workmanship. In the case 
of marked defects affecting the w earing quality or appearance they will 
be brought before a station board composed of experienced officers. The 
proceedings of the board will be forwarded in duplicate to the supplying 
officer with sealed samples of the articles rejeored If that officer conours 
in the rejection, he will replace or alter the articles, or submit the ease 
to bis superior departmental officer, if beyond his financial powers ; 
otherwise he will lay the matter with an expression of his opinion (in 
the case of boots, with 10 per cent, of the boots rejecredl before the G. 0. C. 
the Division or independent Brigade the unit is serving in, whose deoi- 
sion, if against the unit, will be final. If, however, this officer upholds 
the condemnation, the matter will be disposed of, according to the amount 
involved, by himself or the competent financial authority. 

17. In the case of clothing which can be made fit for issue, the board 
will state the nature and extent of the alterations and repairs required, and 
also obtain and attach to the proceedings a detailed estimate of materials 
and the cost of the labour required to carry out the work. 

18. AU materials are sealed or stamped at both ends before issue ; in 
the case, therefore, of any deficiency being found, the piece should not be 
out, or the marks or seals removed, until a reference has been made to 
the supplying officer. 

19. When clothing in weai* becomes unserviceable or shows defects 
which indicate some defect m materials or, in the case of boots, workman- 
ship, within two months of being issned to the soldier, the matter will be 
dealt with as laid down in para. 16.

20. Coudemned- or defective olothing will not be disposed of, 
altered or repaii'ed. until the receipt of ciders to that effect and no clotbdiig 
or materials will be returned (except tbe samples referred to in para. 16) 
witbout tbe previous sanction of tbe supplying ofScer. 

Colours (standards and guidons). 

21. Colours will be supplied by tbe A. C. Dept to those corps wbicb Supply, 
are authorized to carry them. (See A. R. I., Vol. TI ) No alteration or 
addition is to be made to any colour without tbe King-Emperor’s special 
permission signitied through tbe G. of I. 

22. Requisitions for the replacement of colours will be accompanied 
by &e proceedings of a station board condemning them. The new colours 
will be prepared in accordance with drawings to be obtained by the 
A. G.-in-I, from the Inspector of Regimental-, Colours. Colours of Indian 
units should, as far as possible, follow the pattern of those of British units. 

23. Requisitions for new scrolls, devices, etc., will be accompanied by New amuiie. 
a coloured drawing of the exact size required, or preferably, in the case 

of scrolls, by one removed from the colours temporarily as a sample. The 
new scroHs, etc., may be put on either regimentally or by the A- 0. Dept. 

24. Repairs to colours will be carried out either regimentally orBcpsire. 
departmentally as the Supdt., A. C. F., may determine on receiving a 
report of the repairs required and the number of years the colours have 
been iu use. 

25. Colours which have been replaced remain the property of the 
State, and should, in the oaee of British corps, be deposited in a ohuroh 
or other public bnUdiug. Iu the case of native corps they will be deposited 
in an arsenal annonry. If it is desired to otherwise dispose of them, 
the sanction of the 6. of I. will he required. 

26. One gold-laced belt is allowed for each standard or guidon 

for each sergeant drummer, also one staff for each colour and for each 
sergeant drummer A oa.se is also allowed for each colour. The above 
articles are condemned and replaced under the procedure detailed in para. 

22, the old articles being disposed of undoi' the orders of the Supdt,, A. 0,

Persona] elothlng and Necessaries. 

Glassification. 

27. The articles classified as personal clothing and as necessaries, and 
the scales upon which they will be maintained, are respectively detailed 
in Appendices Y and IX. Free issues in kind, and a quarterly clothing 
allowance for the provision of articles which are to be kept up. but oi 
which issnes iu kind are not anlhorised, and for the upkeep of all the 
articles detailed, are as authorised below. The clothing allowance will be 
drawn quarterly on the Ist of January, April, July and October. 

28. A soldier enlisted, or re-enlisted, in India, or rejoining on canoel-l 
lation of discharge, or from the leserve, will receive a tree issue of the per- 
sonal clothing and necessaries “ to he kept up " ( Appendices V and IX) 
Military medical pupils will receive a similar free issue of clothing. 
The above classes will, on the fourth quarter day following, receive the 
sum of Rs. 22-14-0 and a quarter’s clothing allowance, the latter being 
drawn subsequently quarterly. Medical pupils will not, however, 
receive the sum of Rs. ‘.42-14-0, 

28A. Boys enlisted in India will receive a free issue of the persoualj 
clothing and necessaries “to be kept up” (Appendices Y and IX) 
Personal clothing outgrown or worn out will be leplaced at the es.- 
pense of the State at the discretion of the 0. C until such date as boys 
are struck off the roll of boys. They will be crudiled with the oloth- 
ing allowance from the quarter day succeeding the date of their being 
struck off the roll, or of their completing 12 mouths’ service, whichever is 
the later date. 

Boys arriving in. India fiomthe United Kingdom or the Colonies wiR 
be similarly treated except that on arrival they will receive a free issue ofj 
only such artiples of personal clothing and necessaries of the scale “ to be! 
kept up ’’ (Appendices Y and IX) as are not already in their possession.

1 29. Soldiers ariiving in India from the United Kingdom -w-ill receive 

a free isono of the articles shown under scale A, Appendix V. Troops 
from the Colonies will receive a free issue of articles under scale Bof that 
Appendix. The men's kits will be completed to the scale “to be kept 
up ’’ by issues on payment. They will begin to draw quarterly clothing 
allowance as follows : — 

(a) Soldiers enlisted before 1st .April 1908 who have not previously 
drawn clothing allowance will draw it to count from the 
Ist of the quarter dnring which they laud in India, subject 
to a deduction of two annas for every day of that time they 
weie in the payment of the War Of&ce. 

( h) Soldiers enlisted oo or after 1st April 1908 will, if the allow- 
ances due on the fourth quarter day following enlistment 
have not already been paid, receive, as on thut day, the sum 
of ils. 22-14-0, together with a quHrter’s allowance, which 
liitfev will be paid al home or colonial rotes if, on that date, 
they were not on tlio Indian establishment, but at Indian 
rates if they were. Thereafter, clothing allowance will be 
drawn on quarter days. 

(c) Soldiers who have already draivn clothing allowance will 
draw any quarter’s allowance at home or colonial rates that 
may have fallen duo before coining on the Indian establish- 
ment and which had not been paid. Thereafter clothing 
allowance at Indian rates will be drawn on quarter days. 

29A. Soldiers leaving the army within a quarter, whether for 
discharge or for transfer to Reserve in the United Kingdom or in India, 
will not be paid the quarteily allowance. 

Units and details leaving India for duty within a quarter will 
receive payment of the quaiterly allowance calculated up to the date 


preceding embarkation.

3l, Clothing allctvanee will be drawn through the Pay and Mess Sheet, 
The portion unexpended during the first month of a quarter will be kept at 
the soldier’s credit to meet the cost of articles required dntiug the second 
and third mouths, any balance being included in cash payments during 
the third. 

32. Men arriving in India, or promoted, reduced, transferred, etc., may, 
at the discretion of company commanders, be allowed to remain in debt for 
six months if such be necessary to enable them to defray from clothing 
allowance the cost of articles necessarily purchased. 

33. A soldier who is transferred (including to or from the U. L.) _oi 
posted to another branch, or promoted or reduced to a position in which 
'clothing i.s worn of a different desoiiption or^quality rom that in posses- 
sion will be granted liqlf the cost of any garments (without chevrons) 
needed in consequence, and he will be required to purchase the articles 
at the fall price. Thereafter the new rate of clothing allowance will be 
'drawn as usual. 

Note. — Soldiei's tranafei'riug will not nouii new fronsers unless going from dis- 
mounted to mounted, except serge or tartan when going to or from infantry, and in soma 
leases between differently clothed infantry units. Thus, a trumpeter of B. G. A. oidered 
to join a heavy battery would receive half price of 3 pairs white trousers, of two piiirs 
jrord pantaloous, etc., or a sergeant comiun to India dressed in the uniform of the Bast 
Surrey Beginnnt, on appointment as b.indmaster of the Gordon Uighlanilors, would 
Idrnw free issues on scale A, Appendix V, also lialf the cost of cap, undress jacket, kilt, 
scarf, sash, and of two pairs shoes. Iho remaining articles would be purchased as by 
any other soldier arriring in India ; while he would also pay for accessaries required. 

34, If, however, the clothing in poBEeseion can be adapted to the new 
coips or position by alterations of trouser stripes, facings, etc., the work 
will be carried out at the cost of the State at rates included in the clothing 
piioe list published periodically with I. A. 0. 

35. In no case except that of transfer to the U. L. will any conces- 
sion be made under paias. 32 and 33 to a soldier transfered at his own 
request, or for his own convenience, unless inducement to transfer has 
been offered in I. A. 0. 

36. Clothing allowance which, though due, has not been issued, will 
be forfeited in the event of death or desertion. 

37, I’d’ purposes of clothing and clothing allowance, promotion, reduc- 
tion, transfer to the U. L., etc., will be assumed to have occurred on 
the date the casualty is notified in regimental orders. 

38. Soldiers on the U. L. for whom clothing allowance is not 
authcrised will maintain such of the articles detailed in Appendix XI as 
may be considered necessary by the head of their department. In the 
event of remand for duty they will di'aw clothing allowance as from the 
Istday of that quaxter.

114. Clotliiug (illouanoe ■nill be drawn by the classes and at the 
rates atere authorised, in advance, on the first day of each quarter, 
except the classes mentioned at (m), who will draw it yearly, in 
advance, on the 1st April.

A sum of Rs. 2 per man will also he dinvi n for 
infantry soldiers on first promotion to a rank in which a sash is worn.

Mounted Infantry. 

118. All native ranks detailed for training in M. I. duties will, 
on joining a school of instruction, receive one pair of khaki cord 
pantolooDS and two pairs of cotton drawers. In the case of men belong- 
ing to battalions stationed in Burma, these articles will be supplied regi- 
mentally, the cost of issues being charged to the State. 'J hose who 
qualify will, with effect from the succeeding quarter day, draw the special 
allowance authorized by para 113. A man declared by his 0. C. to be 
unfit for fuither employment in the M. I. will cease to draw this allow 
ance. 

Waterproof clothing, 

119. Waterpi’oof clothing is allowed ns follows ;~ 

Coats, waterproof, with hood, one per combatant fur 5 per cent, 
of the normal strength of the’ gamson during the roans, in 
stations having a normal annual lainfall of 70 inches and over. 
The stations at which it is so allowed are detailed in Appx. IV. 

Waterproof clothing will be ti'eated as station stores, and replaced’ 
when worn out, by requisitions on the A. C. Dept, supported by the 
certificate of the O. G. that it has become unserviceable. 

Foreign sen Ice. 

120. All native troops and public followers embarking for service at 
any place outside Indian limits or on a voyage exceeding ten days’ 
duiation, will, unless they have received field service clothing, be granted 
allowances of Rs. 1 3 per man for the provision of additional clothing. 
Departmental public followers will be supplied from hlobilisation rererves 
•with such articles up to the value of Rs 9 per man as the General 
Officer Commanding despatching the men may consider necessary, having 
regard to the nature of the duty, the climate of the country in which they 
are employed, and the season of the year in which they are despatched. 
Public followers of regiments serving at colonial stations will also be 
panted a local clothing allowance of Rs. 5, which will be drawn annually 
in aiTears. Native soldiers on colonial service will also be allowed Rs. 7 
per man which will be similarly drawn. 

Payment reqnisltlong. 

121. Payment requisitions, for uniftums and mateiials, inquired by 
classes draw ing clothing allowance should be made, at rot less t]:an 
four months’ interval. They should be made in triplicate (I. A. P. 
Z2091) and must be signed by the officer drawing the individual's pay.

123. Articles manufactured in factories, specially for native troops, 
will be issued to troops drawing clothing allowance at theactoal cest of 
supply, simplified to the nearest multiple of an anna, and without any 
other addition. The rate of manufacture included in the cost will be tJie 
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average cost of making in factories, fixed with reference to the number of 
units wearing the article in question, that are supplied by each. Materials 
will be issued at stock book rates. The cost of carriage will in both 
cases be borne by the State.

and two pairs of drawers, if those then in his poBsession are worn out, 

138. Men returning from the front prematurely will be dealt with Men ntavo- 
under the above rules except that the extra allowances admissible will 

only be credited to each man once between mobilization and demobilization, 
and that a board will only be assembled when the amount involved 
exceeds the financial powers of the O. C. the station, 

139. While employed on field service all clothing required bysiiia^u 
cavalry units and detaUs, in renewal of that taken into the field, 

will also be provided by the State, a deduction being made from the 
silladar rate of pay as laid down in A. E., I., Yol. I, which will commence 
from the date the unit leaves its station in India. On return to 
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cantonmentB Hie dothing of tmits will lie surveyed by a committee 
composed of a Bde, Comdr. or aa A., A. O., an ofiGcer of unit, and an 
officer of the Ordnance Dept., and all articles found to be unservico' 
able will be condemned and replaced by the State.

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Appendix I. 

Instrnotions for the care and preservation of clothing. 

1. Articles in store shonld be carefolly preserved from injury by moths, white Careiq 
ants, damp, etc. Cases should be kept from cantaCt with the walls or flnnr. store. 

2. Artioles liable to be moth-eaten should be well beaten and brnshed period!- ciothlne 

cally, powdered camphor or napthabne being placed among them. Turpentine may without 
also be sprinkled on garments or on the paper in which they are wrapped. 'soe. 

8. Gold Iwe, braid, oord, or gilt buttone, whether on garments or loose, should Clothing 
be coyeied with gold tissue paper and then wrapped in brown paper parcels which juving gola 
should be placed in a olefine cheat. The paper used should be tlioronglily dry 
and the ohest placed in a dry place. Camphor should not be used in this case. 

4. Boots shonld be kept suspended in a damp climate and packed in a dry one. 

The neat's foot oil or dubMng allowed by A. T. for them should be well rubbed in boots'? 
every four months. 

6. The following aiternatire methods are reaommeuded for removing stains Bcmovni oi 
from clothing ; — stnins. 

Scarlet clothing. 

, (a) Button or hooh e^ains.^Rnb in dry pipeclay and brush or lub the stain 

with a small piece of scarlet cloth soaked with methylated ether. 

\h) Oil or grease stains. — Try the senond remedy suggested above or powder 
diy pipeday over the part, cover with clean blotting paper and press 
a hot iron npon the paper. 

(e) Stains firoM perspiration or dirt. — In the case of cloth a eolntion of salts 
of sorrel (^oz. to one pint of boiling water) should be applied all over 
the garment with a clean hard brush, after which it should be well 
sponged with cold water. Ftooks may be washed in lukewarm water 
' in which some good yellow sow and oxalic acid (^oz. of the latter per 
gallon) have been dissolved. Blnse in oold water. 

Nora.— Ndthor ulu ot aotrel nor ozallo add should be applied to new garmeuti. 


(d) Oil or grease stains may he removed with turpentine or benzole. For 
cleaning pnrposes, a weak eolntion of ammonia may he used, being well 
rubbed in after the garments have been well beaten and bruehed, bne 
the solution must not be allowed to touch scarlet. 

Moleskin. 


(e) Only benzole or turpentine should be used. 

A Qarmenle should he well beaten and brushed before being subjected to Hods of use. 
the ahove prooeases, and should he carefnlly stretched while under treiitment to 
prevent ehrinking. Ether or benzole shoald not be brought near a light, nor 
should the vepsur of ether be inhaled. The cleaned garments eliould be hung up 
in the sun to dry, unless the shade temperature exceeds 85 degrees. They shonld 
never he placed near a fire. 

7. Olothing which is infested with vermin should he fumigated with sulphur. Fomigatioa. 

8. Woollen articles shonld be washed in lukewarm water only, and most he well washing 
rinsed in clean tepid water before drying. Yellow soap only ehotild he need, and on woollen 
no account washmg powder. A table spoonful of ammonia may he added to remove 
grease and perspiration. The garments shoald he well palled out after h^g wrung. 


Appendix II. 

Instiuotions for measuring and fitting. 

(Befened to in para. 8.) 

Garments, with a few exceptions, aie made in bfi different sizes, the measurements of each 
being in accordance with speeifications approved by the A. G.-in-I. ; copies of the specifications 
are issued to O. C. units by Supdts., A. C. F., and will he adhered to ns closely as possible 
when garments are made up regimeutally, excepting those required for men of abnormal sizes. 

2. The raeoifications being fixed, no alterations in them oau he made by Supdts., A, C.F. 
Should a 0. O. hare any representation to bring forward regarding them, it shonld be for- 
warded to the Supdt., A, C. F., with a clear explanation of the iiatnre of the alterations 
recommended. Snob recommendations must not concern questions of pattern ,* such shonld 
be Bnhmitted to 0. 0. C. for consideration, who will, if necessarv, refer to A. Bi.-Q. 

3. In fitting olothing, O. C. should remember that for the every-day work a soldier 
‘has new to T>enorm, his olothing must be easy and comfortable. 

4. In a ..ystem nudet which standard sizes are made and issued, it is essential that measure- 
ments of men should be carefully taken, and that garments of the correct size should be 
allotted to each individual. This is an important duty, as on its oorreot performance 
depends the correctness of the size rolls submitted by unite with their requisitious, and 
consequently on the oorreotness of the sizes of garments issued to the man. The company 
commander, or other offloer preparing the Company Measurement Boll, should he assisted 
by' the British Master Tailor, whe|e one is available, and in other oases by an experienoed 
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tailor. Measarements shonld be oareFnlly taken in acoordanee with the instractions. 
The company commander shonld hare a printed form of size-roll before him while the 
Master Tailor is measnring each man. He shonld oarefiilly watch these measurements) and, 
after reference to the size-roll in each case, enter the size nnmber against each man and 
each garment in the Company Measavement Boll. 

6. Having ascertained the oorreot size number of each man, partionlar oare shonld be 
taken that men receive garments oE the size allotted to them. Many of the eomplaints 
made in the past in regard to lit hare been fonnd to be due to the issue of garments of 
wrong size. 

6. If it be reported to 0. C. units that garments do not and cannot be made to fit, 
the procedure presoribed in para. 5 below should be followed. The A . C. Dept, will be 
responsible if garments are not in accord with specifications, and O. C. units will be respon- 
sibb for misfits due tj inaccuracies in recording measurements, the inclusion of wrong sizes 
in size-rolls, or the issue of wrong sizes to men. 

hutruetions. 

1. Tunica, frocks, jaekett and blouaea.—'Wh.en the height of the men is being taken, 
they will not wear boote. The breast and waist measurements will be taken under the tunic, 
frock or jacket, and over the regulation shirt, and no addition should be made when measuring, 
as the proper allowance will be made by the A. C. Dept.; if there are any men, who 
from pecuharities of figure or other reasons, cannot be included in the sizes given in the 
size-rou, thw will be inoluded in 1. A. E*. C837 unless they can be arranged for from the 
proportion to be made regimentally and from the normal scale of mateiials. A size larger 
should be obtained far growing boys than their actual measurements _ indicate. The length 
of sleeve required will he taken from the centre of the back to the unrist, with the arm bent 
and the elbow level with the shoulder. The blouse when worn without the kummerband 
should reach to mthin 4 inches from the pmnb of the knee. 

2. Trottsers.— The measurement of the side seams will be taken from three inches 
above the hiplxme down to one inch from the ground, and that of the leg seam from the 
fork to one inch from the ground. The wiiat measurement will be taken rather tightly 
over the trousers and should be one inch less than the waist measurement of the tunic.

4. Pantedoona . — The side seam measurement will be taken from three inches above the 
hipbone down to the knee, and to the measurement thus obtained one inch and a half will be 
The tape will then be taken onto the small, the calf and to the full length. The 
full length will be about five inches from the ground. The leg seam will be taken from 
the fork to the knee, and to the measurement thus obtained one inch and a half will be added. 
The tape will then be taken on to the small, the calf to the full length . The waist measnrement 
will be taken rather tightly over the trousers or pantaloons, and will be one inch less than 
the waist measurement of the tunic, frock or jack^. The dimensions of knee, calf, small and 
bottom should be taken over the drawers. 

6. If it be reported to the 0. C. that the clothing made in the factory does not and cannot 
be made to fit, he will see the men, or a proportion of the men concerned,^ measured, and 
compare the sizes of garments so found to be required with those issued and with the company 
measurement toll. If the matter is reported to the Supdt., A. C. P., samples of the garments 
complained of should also be sent, when defects are such that they cannot be remedied 
regimentally, no aKcrafiona whatever should he made in the ffarmenta pending the receipt 


ofinatruettons, 

6. The measurements will_ be taken over the tuuic or serge frock. They 
should, when measured behind, reach to within 16 inches of the ground. 

7. Mead-dreaaea.—A. head-dress which fits the soldier will be measured, and not the 
man’s head, and the size number of the head-dress thus ascertained will be recorded instead 

of the circumference of the head. „ _ , , 

8. Soots and shoes— 



(a) The foot of every man will be measured 
on enlistment, by an H.-C. 0., in the 
following manner;— 

Take the length (when the man is 
sitting) with a size stick and with 
a measuring tape the circumference 
of joints A toes (A-B), Mie instep 
(C-U), the heel and ankle (E-P), 
and for knee-boots the calf (0-B),* 
as shewn in diagram. 

(h) The measurements and the size of the 
boot required will be passed with the 
recruit’s documents to the service unit, 
where they will be recorded in the 
Company Measurement Boll, and check- 
ed nuf-yeaily before requisitiouB are 
suBmitted. 
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(c) 'Wliere smy difficulty it expei'ienced in fitting, ftom tfia ordinary stock sizes, 
a penoil outline of the foot, taken nhilst standing on a piece of paper, 
together with the above measarements, will accompany the requisition for 
the boots. 

((J) A man will invariably be remeasured before passing to the reserve. 

(s) Knee boots must be sufficiently large in the heel and instep measurements to 
admit of their being easily drawn on and o& when wet. To insnre this, every 
man will be measured from heel to instep and the boots issued to him will be 
one inch larger in the heel and instep than such measnrement ; for instance, 
a boot measuring 14^ inches inside round the heel and instep will be given 
to a man whose foot measures but 13^ inches. When the knee-boot is on, 
the upper edge will be one inch below the knee cap. 

( f) The following is the scale of sizes, lengths and magnitudes of fitting for bo.)ts 
and Highland shoes. This scale should be carefully scrutinised when checking 
the measurements of men recorded in the Company Measurement Bull, a' it will 
gieatly assist Company Commanders and others in ascertaining the ooirect 
size of boob for each man : —
